But a man 
never before won three of the world’s 
greatest golf championships in two 
months and men seldom have the lov- 
able personality of Bobby Jones. 

The car moves uphill slowly. Ahead 
the grand. marshal is speeding the 
parade. But no: parade of several 
thousand men and women, riding and 
afoot can move . speedily through 
street-lining crowds totalling 125,000 
people, each of whom is hungry fer 
a sight of Bobby Jones. 

A block is traversed. At Cain 
street the crowd is denser, if any- 
thing. Scores of police are rushing 
about. The creled officers race their 
motors and threateningly. dip in to- 
ward the curbstones. he path must 
be cleared. 

“In 50 years here I have never seen 
the like,” says the mayor. “It's greater 
than New York.” The mayer headed 
an Atlanta delegation which went fe 
New York two weeks ago to grect 
Bobby when he came from England 
with the all-coveted British open and 
British amateur cups. He welcomed 
Lindbergh to Atlanta and he wel- 
comed Georgia Tech's football war- 
riors when they came home two years 
ago with the gridiron championship.

Mr. Saunders said the Clarence 
Saunders Stores,«Inc., has 150 stores 
in cities including Dallas, Fort Worth 
and’ Wichita Falls, Texas, Shreveport, 
La.; Little Rock, Ark.; St. Louis, 
Memphis, Nashville, Chattarooga, Bir- 
mingham, Montgomery and Roanoke, 
Va. He said the Clarence Saunders 
Corporation, controlling or licensing 
930 other stores, many of these on the 
Pacific coast, and others in Kentucky, 
the middle west and the east, is not 
affected by today’s actions. 

The forceful, vigorous Saunders 
built the Piggly Wiggly chain to a po- 
ition of national independence and 
had made millions from it when he 
lost it. He engaged in a fierce battle 
with Wall Street short sellers of Pig- 
gly stock. He took a loss estimated by 
him at $4,000,000. 

That was back in 1923. As a re- 
sult he was forced into personal bank- 
ruptey and lost control of Piggly 
Wiggly. Subsequently he was ‘iis- 
charged from bankruptcy and with a 
small borrowed capital he started in 
again and built up the present chain. 
In 1928 he was divorced and remar- 
ried, 
Whatever the outcome of the pres- 
ent action it would have to be mighty 
serious to throw him lower than he 
was in 1923, when by his own +sti-

The come-back started. Saunders 
borrowed $12,000 from former em- 
ployes and friends. .He spent it all 
on one big chance—the first store ac- 
tually bearing his name; the first of 
what he hoped would be another chain. 

Piggly Wiggly closed it by court 
order, claiming the new firm's name 
and its equipment violated the Piggly 
patents. Saunders was forbidden to 
use patented equipment but continued 
the business. 

Again on Top. 

In 1928 he announced tiat he was 
“back on top of the worid.” Limit- 
less capital was his, ne said. to op2n 
chain stores from coast to coast. Own- 
ing some outright, licensing others to 
use his name, he soon had Clarence 
Saunders—Sole Owner of My Name,” 
inscribed on stores in California, 
Texas, Tennessee, Arkansas. Louisi- 
ana, Mississippi, Alabama, Kentucky, 
Missouri and in the east. 

This year he wrote a booklet about 
himself. In it he said: 

“This is the record: 

“Eleven years old, I worked at 25 
cents a day for 11 hours in a factory 
that made heads for barrels—after- 
wards, ‘till I was 14, I worked on a 
farm for 40 cents a day from sun 
up ‘till sundown.” 

His narrative told of a $4-a-month 
job in a country store, of a 17-year- 
old boy working as night watchman in 
a coke works at Blossburg, Ala.: of 
his entry into the grocery business 
as a clerk at Clarksville, Tenn.—he 
was proud of salary increases from 
$30 to $90 a month in four years— 
and finally of coming to Memphis, of 
starting as a bill clerk, then city sales- 
man. 

Then, in 1915, at 34 years of age, 
he founded a wholesale grocery chain 
selling for eash only, capitalized at 
$23,000. In 18 months the business 
mounted to $4,000,000 yearly. 

Soon he started Piggly Wiggly. It 
grew. In 1923 he went to Wall Street 
and Jost it. 

Just a few months ago he said in 
a statement: 

“My motto is—Every day is a new 
day.”

Physician Finds 
State Children 
Are Underweight 


One-third of 183,000 children who 
will enter the first grades of Georgia 
schools this fall will be under weight, 
it was said Monday at the state board 
of health. 


Dr. Joe P. Bowdoin, deputy com- 
missioner of health, returned Monday 
from a visit to the summet schools 
at the Georgia State College for Wom- 
en, at Milledgeville, and Mercer Uni- 
versity, in the interests of the health 
of school children. Education work 
among teachers in training is a part 
of the health program. 

“This fall alone more than 183.000 
children are expected to enter the first 
grades,” Dr. Bowdoin said. “Records 
of previous years show that one-third 
of the first graders are under weight 
or otherwise physically handicapped. 
Records also show that an average of 
100,000 children in Georgia must re- 
peat their school work yearly, thus 
entailing much expense to the state. 

“We merely want ot improve the 
health of school children if possible 
We urge the teachers to hold daily 
inspections of their pupils, before 
classes start, and if one is suspected 
of disease or illness of any sort to 
send him home for observation. The 
time thus lost would be gained a thou- 
sand times in the long run, and in 
many instances’ serious epidemics 
would be averted.” 

Dr. Bowdoin said it had been dis- 
covered that many teachers themselves 
are under weight, and in some in- 
stances unfit to take up their work 
this fall unless improvement in health 
is made,

AUTO DEATH FOLLOWED 
BY CHARGE OF MURDER 


VALDOSTA, Ga., July 14.—R. C. 
Charleston, an electrical worker, is 
held in Lowndes county jail without 
bail on a warrant charging murder 
in connection with the death of Mrs. 
Frank Kirkland, as result of an au- 
tomobile accident on the Clyattville 
road Saturday night. 

Charleston and Mrs. Kirkland were 
riding in anh automobile which over- 
turned on the highway, crushing the 
woman’ fatally.

Charleston denies that he was drunk 
and also states that he had not taken 
a drink at all. He says he was stunned 
into unconsciousness by the ovover- 
turning of the car and his condition 
when picked up may have led to 
the belief that he was drunk. 

Owing to the fact that one of the 
warrants charges murder, it is im- 
possible for Charleston’s friends to 
obtain his release on bail until he is 
given a commitment hearing, 

His attorney has arranged for this 
to be given by Judge J. G. Cran- 
ford on Wednesday morning. 

Although Mrs. Kirkland was con- 
scious and directed where she should 
be carried, she died before she was 
able to tell anyone of the circum- 
stances regarding the wreck.

LONDON, July 14. —(P)—The Brit- 
ish government in the house of com- 
mons today took the first step to- 
ward ratification of the London naval 
treaty, which is now under discus- 
sion by the United States senate in 
‘Washington. 

A bill giving effect to the treaty 
so far as Great Britain is concern 
was introduced into the house by 
A. V. Alexander, labor first Jord of 
the admiralty, and was given its first 
reading. There was no discussion. 

JIn_ British parliamentary practice 
the first reading of a bill is a mere 
formality. Debate is opened on the 
second reading, or still later, at the 
committee stage. After a third read- 
ing the bill goes to the house of lords 
for three readings and a committee 
Stage. 

Experienced observers beiieve that 
debate on the treaty bill in the house 
of lords may be protracted, but sur- 
mise it will pass through all stages 
in both houses without great diffi- 
culty. 

Prime Minister MacDonald said in 
the house last Monday that the gov- 
ernment hoped to pass the treaty bill 
through all its’ stages before the end 
of the present session, which comes 
early next month. 

“The London naval treaty bill,” as 
it is called, is devised to give effect 
to “a treaty signed at London on be-

The new plan proposed is to esti- 
mate from the annual school cen- 


suses of the state systems the num- 


ber of children of school age and 
upon the basis of average 
daily attendance, give to the state 


$2.50 per year for each pupil. The 
state authorities would be left free 


to use the money for whatever 
species of education they judged 


best for the state’s people, only re- 


quiring that the money be applied 


impartially for all pupils. 


There are some 600,000 such 
white children of school age in 
Georgia, and some 400,000 colored 
children of that class. The new 
plan would mean giving to our edu- 


cational system $2,500,000 a year |

Perhaps the legis- 
lature has power to do that, but it 
is not a square deal, any way you 
look at it, to make the owners of 
automobiles pay that great sum to 
an education fund for the people of 
the whole state. It was never con- 
templated that the common schools 
should be supported in any degree by 
such an unfair imposition upon a class 
of citizens. 

Another Electioneering Device. 

Then the legislature decreed that one 
cent of the gasoline tax, amounting 
to another nearly $2,000,000, should 
be distributed to the counties—osten- 
sibly to enable them to build good

But does the money serve that 
purpose? Not so that you can see 
it with the naked eye. There may 

a few counties’ that souse their 
quota, but the report is common that 
most of the county authorities plunk 
that money into their general funds 
and pay it out for all manner of coun- 
ty expenses. 

If that is true in any case the high- 
way hoard should carefully learn the 
facts and find some way to stop the 
illegal p:actice. If that use of the

Now Comes Another Slick Trick.

POISON IVY DAYS ARE HERE 
AGAIN, 


Writing this July 11 I am uncer- 
tain whether spring is came or has} 


went. As a rule I cannot be sure 
Winter is over until the last call 
for first aid for chilblains is in. This 
year it has not yet arriyed, so you 
see what a quandary I am in. Then 
the situation is complicated by the 
brisk demand for something to -pre 
vent or relieve ivy, poisoning, a de- 
mand which has developed early in 
the season. 

Sometime ago E. M, told us here 
how he had chewed some poison ivy 
leaves on a dare and suffered “the 
usual result but no internal disor- 
der.” That was when he was a boy 


boy. 
To this day, he went on to report,| her affection, and the effort to be#worthy of her 


he seems*immune to ivy poisoning. 

Soon after this B. V. B. wrote from 
Massachusetts that neither common 
poison “ivy nor poison sumfc nor 
poison elder poisons him any more 
than clover grass. Once as a boy 
he saw a farmer’s cattle apparently 
browsing on poison ivy, and_ the 
farmer assured him it did not hurt 
cattle and also that if he would chew 
a leaf now and then he, too, would 
be immune against poisoning. So he 
tried it, and he has continued through- 
out life chewing one or two of the 
tender young ivy leaves in the spring 
each season and remaining quite im- 
mune. 

Next H. M. wrote from Nebraska 
that when he was a lad in his teens 
(he is now 75) back in New York 
state where poison ivy abounds along 
the stone wall fences it made his life

neighbors told him to do .as_ the 
neighbor's doctors had advised the 


neighbor to do, nibhte a tender young 
poison ivy leaf every morning for sev- 
eral (of course it was a very partic- 
ular number of mornings, but as

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EXPENSIVE CAMPAIGN 


Republican Nominee At- 
tacks Nye for Statement 
on Expenses. 


CHICAGO, July 14.—4)—Appear- 
ing before the senate inquiry into 
the Jllinois republican senatorial 
campaigu Ruth Hanna McCormick 
today defended her personal expendi- 
ture of $252,500 and said an addi- 
tional $67,214 was used in her behalf 
he volunteer organizations which 
supported her campaign. 

Mrs. McCormick presented a 7,000 
word statement in which she criti- 
ized Senator Gerald IP. Nye, chair- 
man of the special campaign funds 
committee, for asserting that his in- 
vestigation had found she had spent 
spproximately $325,000 instead of the 
822.500 she had reported. 

The republican senatorial nominee 
said Senator Nye’s statement was in- 
aceurate and misleading, based on the 
fact that she voluntarily had ad- 


mitted a supplemental report setting 
forth the spending of the $67,214 be- 
fore his| investigators had inquired 
into those expenditures. 

The $67,214 was used by three or- 
«anizations and was obtained by con- 
tributions from friends and relatives, 
Mrs. McCormick said. The Voters’ 
Progress League used $44,000, the 
Iiinois Young People’s Republican 
(‘lubs $15,000 and the Ruth Hanna 
McCormick volunteers $8,214. 

Mrs. McCormick said her report of 
expenses was “a document’ which 
should be scrutinized by all citizens 
interested in the problem of cam- 
paign expenditures, 
the first time tells the whole story 
without any confusing complications 
either as to source of money. the na- 
ture of the disbursements, the exact 
total expended or as to who spent it, 
| hope my report thus will be a con- 
tribution to the public effort to under- 
tand our primary election system and 
offer a basis for remedial legislation.” 

Mrs. McCormick reiterated that she 
had condueted her campaign solely as 
an independent republican candidate 
without any alliance with any faction 
er group. She washed her hands of 
the Chicago “city hall machine” and 
nll other Cook county organizations, 
hut acknowledged that she undoubted- 
lv had been more or less benefited 
by the opposition of various factions 
in the candidacy of Senator Charles 
S. Deneen, her opponent. 

She called attention to 
that her campaign cost her 
$42.65 for ench 1.000 votes as com-

of President Hoover in Illinois. 

She referred to the charge given 
wide publication that $1,000,000 had 
been spent in her campaign. She 
challenged that statement and _ re- 
pented that the report of her ex- 
penses made under oath to the com- 
mittee on May 1 was correct and 
complete. 

Mrs. McCormick said Senator De- 
neen had the opposition of five dif- 
ferent republican factions in Cook 
county and that this fight for local 
control resulted in his defeat by 
those who were protecting their own 
organizations, but with none of which 
she had any alliance or understand- 
ing. 

She told the committee the state- 
ment that the city hall organization 
“delivered” her victory in Cook coun- 
tv, ignored the fact that she led some 
of the city hall candidates by from 
50.000 to 150,000 votes. 

In response to questions by Senator 
Nye, Mrs. McCormick said she never 
had heard of the Century of Prog- 
regs Women’s Club and knew of noth- 
ink. if anything, that was done by 
it in her behalf. She described the 
personnel and duties of her regular 
staff of employes and outlined her ex- 
tensive agricultural interests and pub- 
lishing business in Rockford, Ill, to 
show that she regularly employed a 
large staff which helped her in her, 
campaign, but should not be consid- 
ered as an extra campaign expense. 

She said she had not exercised her 
franking privilege as congresswoman 
to mail campaign literature. 

Senator Nye told Mrs, McCormick 
he had not said she spent more than 
the S252,500 she reported, but did 
say. and would say now, that he had 
evidence indicating considerably more 
than that amount was spent in her 
hehalf.

An .average conversation, 
measured at a distance of three feet, 
is 60 decibels, a million times the 
intensity of the smallest sound. A 
lion’s roar, as determined at the zoo, 
iz 86 decibels. 


Decibels express a ratio. If the in- 
tensity of two sounds are in the ratio 
10 ty 1, they differ by ten decibels.

HOMER, Ga, July 
acreage shows-an increase over last 
year, but bad stands and late cotton 
will offset increased acreage. Only 
partial showers since planting time. 
The boll weevil is doing little dam- 
age. More corn planted than in sev- 
eral years. but much early corn’ was 
ruined by. the drouth. Lowland corn 
is good, 

Oats good, but the acreage is small, 
and sweet potatoes and Irish pota- 
toes are fair. Early gardens were ex- 
tra fine but are burned up now. 
(ream and poultry are on decrease 
on account of low prices, but hogs are 
about the same as last year. 


Blakely County. 


COCHRAN, Ga., July 13.—There is 
a slight increase of cotton acreage in 
Blakely county: while all other crops 
average about. the same as last year. 
Wheat, oats and short bay crops all 
are reported in good condition. Wa- 
termelons and cantaloupes suffered 
from a long spell of hot and dry 
weather and were practically destroy- 
ed. Little truck farming was carried 
en this year. Dairying also showed a 
4lecrease as compared with last year 
owing to poor market fer milk and 
butter fat. Swine, poultry and eggs 
have brought almost as mucii to farm- 
ers as any other three products, 


C arroll County. 


CARROLLTON, Ga., 
Corw and cotton appear to be the chief 
products in Carroll county with in- 
creased progres being made in dairy- 
ing. ~No_ tobacco or melons were 
planted this year and there is very 
little truck farming. 

With favorable weather the corn 
and cotton output should be slightly 
better than that of a year ago. 


Chattahoochee County. ° 


CUSSETA, Ga., July 12.—The corn 
crop is going to be shorter than last 
year, but the cotton crop is better up 
to the present than last year. The pea 
crop will be shorter this year than 
last. This covers all the crops in this 
county that are planted for the mar- 
ket. 


Charlton Count y. 


FOLKSTON, Ga. duly 12.— 
Chariton county has been basking in 
the wake of sunshine and plenty this 
season, but a rather wet beginnin 
prevented a larger crop than usual. 
The seasons have been good, making 
an unusual crop of tobacco on a 
smaller acreage. Corn and foliage 
crops good; better perhaps than last 
season, but not much increased in 
acreage. Melon crop late and smaller. 

Charlton has been turning its at- 
tention to stock raising more in the 
last year or. so, towards improving 
the grade, and have had introduced 
some 15 or 20 of the better bulls 
of the meat varieties, Poles predomi- 
nating. 

Poultry raising has increased and 
several large yards have been the re- 
sult. George White, C. W. Waughtel, 
O. A. Cassel and T. L. Pickren have 
gone in for egg production on larger 
scales. wt 

There is a hetter feeling prevailing 
among the farmers this year than in 
years, a safe home living plan having 
becn adopted, 


e herokee County. 


CA..TON, Ga., July 12.—Farmers 
of Cherokee county report a 10 per 
cent decrease in cotton; a 10 per 
cent gain in corn, and a 15 per cént 
increase in dairying. 


C linch County. 


HOMERVILLE, Ga. July 12.— 
The cotton acreage in Clinch county 
has been increased, probably 5 to 10 
per cent. Cotton is growing fast and 
is being injured very little 
boll weevil. This county has not yet 
specialized in the cultivation of to- 
bacco, but there is some increase in 
the acreage planted this year over 
last year. Tobacco is rapidly ripen- 
ing and the farmers are getting the 
erop ready for market. 

Several farmers in this section 
planted melons and cucumbers this 
year, but market prices were unset- 
isfactory. This fact may retard the 
output on these items next year. 

A splendid increase is noted this 
yeur in the production of tomatoes, 
sweet potatoes and garden truck. Very 
fine crops have been made. The gar- 
dens especially were early and thrived 
all through the season. 

Corn and peanut crops are good. 
There is also an increase in the acre- 
age of these products. The farmers 
throughout the county are specializ- 
ing in the cow, hog and hen program. 
We have several farmers who are 
really making money by raising good 
hogs and poultry. 

Fruit raising is also gaining at- 
tention of some of our farmers. Sev- 
eral large pecan groves have been put 
out and are now along the seventh 
year. Pineapple pear orchards have 
a heavy crop this year. 


Cobb County. 


MARIETTA, Ga., July 12.—Cotton 
will show the same acreage as 1929. 
There is only a fair stand. Crops are 
in good condition, except for dry 
weather. Low price has brought 


about ‘a demoralizing condition with | 


cotton. 

A 15 per cent increase in corn acre- 
age over 1929 is indicated. Crops are 
clean and in geod condition, but the 
early. planting was very badly dam- 
aged by dry weather. 

In poultry there is 20 per cent in- 
crease over last year, and the quality 
is much improved. 

The increase in the number of dairy 
cattle over last year is about 10 per 
cent, and the quality of cows is very 
much improved. A keen interest is 
being shown in the growing of pure- 
bred cattle, but a shortage of home- 
srown feed and low prices have demor- 
alized the industry to some extent. 

There is a 10 per cent increase in 
acreage of vegetables, but dry weather 
has cut yields very much. With good 
rains for the remainder of the year, 
the fall crop of vegetables promises 
to be good. 


Dooly County. 


VIENNA, Ga., July 13.—Despite

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| Tcbacco Production Above Average in Ware 
| General Crop Conditions Finest in Years 


WAYCROSS, Ga., July 14.— 
On the eve of the opening of the 
tobacco marketing season in Way- 
cross, general crop conditions in 
Ware county are regarded as the 
finest in several years, in the 
opinion of Dr. R. J. Heyde, Ware 
county agent. 


Tobacco, which will rank as the 
biggest money crop in the county, 
exceeding cotton, and which is 
second only to the naval stores 
industry as a revenue producer 
for those who depend on the soil 
for a livelihood, is in good con- 
dition, the stand having been good 
and production above the average, 
according to Dr. Heyde. 


The acreage is slightly smaller 
than last year, it is thought, but 
the yield should be just as heavy 
and farmers are anticipating big- 
ger profits from the crop. Hail 
and unusual weather conditions 
have inflicted damage in several 
sections of the county, but thé 
loss is but slight. 


An increasing interest has been 
shown during the past year in to- 
bacco culture among the negro 
farmers, a slight advance in 
acreage being shown, acconding 
to Alexander Hurse, negro agent 
for the county. 


When asked to discuss crop 
conditions in Ware county, Dr. 
Heyde immediately called atten- 
tion to the live stock industry. 

“Hogs might be considered the 
banner crop: of Ware county,” 
he said. “That is, it is the crop 
that can always be depended on 
to bring profits to the farmer. 

“Feed crops, ‘including corn, 
velvet beans and peannts, are in 
excellent condition. In addition to 
these crops Ware county plants a 
great deal of cattail millet for: 
summer grazing and rape <or 
spring grazing. The natural pas- 
turage which is regarded as the 
finest in the world boasts a 
wealth of carpet grass and les- 
pedeza. 


“It is gratifying that there is 
no hog cholera prevalent in the 
county, a strict watch being con- 
ducted yearly by farmers of the 
county, under Dr. Heyde’s direc- 
tion to prevent the entrance of 
the dread hog disease into the 
county. An educational program 
some years ago was started to 
stamp out cholera, and this has 
been partially responsible for the 
rapid strides which have been 


made in the development of the. 
hog industry. 

For several.years Ware county 
has been one of the first coun- 
ties of ia in the hog ex- 

sitions at the Southeastern 

air, the Georgia State Fair, the 
State exposition, and the South- 
east Georgia Fair, having won 
more ribbons in the past five 
years than any. other county of 
the state. 

The quality of Ware county 
pigs is recognized throughout the ° 
south and there is a heavy de- 
mand for Ware county pigs to 
be used in club work ‘through- 
out this section of the country. 

Within the past several months 
Doctor Heyde has sold 60 pigs 
for Ware county club boys,. most 
of them going to Appling, Wayne 
and Emanual coanties. Thirty- 
six purebred pigs were sold to 
Emanuel county to be used by the 
board of education in enlarging 
their pig club work. They were 
from eight weéks to three months 
old, and brought a total of $365. 

e holding of co-operative 
hog sales and poultry sales is 
an indication of the rapid in- 
crease in interest that is being 
shown in live stock and poultry. 

Dairy and beef cattle herds 
are also being improved, large- 
ly through the introduction of 
purebred sires. Seventeen sires 
recently were released here 
through a co-operative sale. 

The cotton crop is’ promising, 
with slightly -increased acreage 
over last year, Doctor Heyde re- 
ports. Waltermelons have brought 
fair prices on the local market, 
particularly the early melons, but 
few have been shipped from this* 
immediate point. The pecan crop 
is unusually short, and better 
prices for the coming year are 
predicted by A. Clarke Snedeker, 
Waycross producer and nursery- 
man. 

A big increase has been shown 
this year in sweet potato produc- 
tion, car lot shipments moving 
from. Waycross this year for the 
first time. Big Stem Jersey po- 
tatoes and Porto Rico yams are 
the two favorites. 

The corn crop is particularly 
good, with an average. acreage. 

Truck crops bave been disap- 
pointing, particularly the cucum- 
ber crop, low prices prevailing 
because of the late season and the 
overlapping of several producing 
areas. 


made in Dooly county, according to 
reports from farmers. There is a 
scarcity of buyers, however, and low 
prices prevail. 

Cotton is doing well, although the 
acreage is slightly less than a year 
ago. The same condition may be ap- 
plied to corn, hay and oats.

A pep- 
per expert here, who has been super- 
vising the packing of: pepper in vari- 
ous places for 20 years, says the crop 
here is the finest he has ever seen. 
..bout. 30 carloads of pepper have 
been shipped to date. Okra is also 
making a good yield. The prices for 
pepper are only fair. Okra and lima 
beans are being produced extensively 
under contract. 


Shade tobacco has shown a good 
yield and good quality, with prices 
about the same as last year. Bright 
tobacco appears to be of the best 
average quality in several years, but 
it is considerably lighter, which par- 
tially offsets the better quality. The 
yield has been good. 

Peanuts are showing up well and 
it is understood that some buyers 
are already contracting for them for 
$85 per ton, which is about $20 above 
th present price, and higher than 
the prices paid last fall.. This should 
be one of the best. crops here this 
year. 

Prospects are that sugar cane, this 
county's big crop, will show a con- 
siderable reduction in yield. The acre- 
age is probably a little less than it 
was last year. Corn is up to the 
avePage, while this county’s usual 
small aereage in cotton shows up 
fine. Watermelons are fair to good, 


‘with low prices. The gutput of dairy

Hery Haring, of Harvard, told the In-

“It (the United States) presupposes 
that democratic constitutions are 2 
reality in those states,’ he said, “and | 
that free elections by the people at

One class of Latin-American coun- 
tries has attained a large measure of | 
political stability. and financial _ re- 
sponsibility, he said, but the other 
has low public credit. and frequent 
revolutions. 

‘These backward countries,” he 
said, “claim the prerogatives of sov- 
ereignty, but frequently fail to live 
up to some of their obligations. To 
avert European intervention in the 
Caribbean we nndertook a sort of po- 
lice power in that area. 

“Whether or not it is to be regard- 
ed as merely. an extengion of the 
Monroe Doctrine is pefhaps much 
farther than was contemplated in 1823 
and we would have been involved in 
it had the Monroe Doctrine never 
been formulated. 

European Countries Satisfied. 

“The question is sometimes raised 
whether our new role. of international 
policemen is either necessary or de- 
sirable. There is evidence that some 
European. governments aré@ glad to 
have us assume the new role, which 
relieves them of the responsibility of 
protecting that national interest in 
that region.” 

The Harvard professor said that if 
such a policy were not necessary in 
the 19th century, “there seems even 
less danger of European encroach- 
ment in the 20th century in view of 
the vast economic and naval power 
of the United States.” 

In the 19th century, he said, this 
country followed the practice of rec- 
ognizing de facto governments, but 
now has changed its practice and will 
not recognize governments. set up by 
violent methods. : 

_“A government must a constitu- 
tional government before the United 
States will recognize it now,” he said. 
“This policy has merely served to in- 
crease the occasions for, intervention 
in the domestic concerns of the un- 
ruly states.” 

It is generally accepted, he said, 
that a government may be heid re- 
sponsible for the lives of foreigners 
within its border, but the case of the 
impairment or destruction of foreign 
property rights is not so simple. 

Doctrine Searcely Tenable. 

_“If political and economic condi- 
tions are notoriously unsettled, for- 
eign investors are presumed to dis- 
count them in advance,” he said. “It 
is generally only of the weaker states 
that a strict accounting is demanded 
by the stronger. A doctrine of abso- 
lute non-intervention is scarcely ten- 
able,“ but some aspects of our ‘Latin- 
American policies may bear thoughtful 
consideration. They ‘seem to lead us 
into greater perplexities than those 
from which we would escape.” 

Speakers ata round table diséussion 
today advocated abolition of independ- 
ent school systems and establishment 
of\ more standard systems, 

Speakers included J. Scott Davis. 
Floyd county representative, who pre- 
sided; Dr. A. R. Hatton, of North- 
western University; Orville A. Park, 
of Macon; R. C. Ellis, of Americus. 

The speakers said education would 
be served better if there were re- 
strictions regarding it in the constitu- 
tion. They said they believed the leg- 
islature should have authority to meet 
the needs, and that the constitution 
should only authorize that ublic 
school education must be provided. 

Mr. Eilis said independent school 
Systems were working a hardship on 
the rural sections, 

Mr. Davis pointed out that in Floyd 
county, Rome was able to maintain 
good schools on a levy of 3.5 mills, 
while the rural sections had a 17-mill 
levy and inadequate schools.

14-year-old Jack Richards had been in 
his tree for 87 hours at this writing. 

Jack's mother wasn’t so enthusiastic 
about her son’s feat, but her neighbors 
were. Said one:

831,484 for the first 11 days of July

4 Treasury officials warned, however, 
that it is too early to draw conclu- 
sions as to the effect of the new tayiéf 
on trade from the reduced customs 
revenues so far this fiscal year. It 
was pointed out last year was a boom 
year. Furthermore, it was said im- 
porters brought in so many goods in 
June they will probably reduce their 
foreign buying for some weeks with 
inerease coming later. 

Revenue from customs duties on 1m- 
ported articles forms a substantial 
share of the government’s annual tax 
receipts. In the fiscal year 1929, cus- 
toms receipts aggregated $602,000,000, 
or more than one-eighth of all gov- 
ernment revenues, and’ for the 1930 
fiscal year customs receipts netted the 
government $587,000,000. What they 
will show in the current 1931 fiscal 
year is problematical, but indications 
point to a considerable reduction from 
the previous year. 

Automobiles were responsible for 
the major decrease in United States 
exports during the first five months 
of 1930, accounting for $126,000,000 
of the decrease. Raw cotton exports 
declined by $84,000,000, copper by 
$37,000,000 and corn $25,000,000. 

Exports increased in May only to 
France and soviet Russia of this coun- 
try’s principal customers. 

The largest decrease in imports was 
aecounted for by raw silk which fell 
off $53,000,000. Imports of coffee 
decreased by $42,000,000, sugar $45,- 
000,000, fubber $42,000,000 and furs 
$37,000,000. Declining commodity 
prices as well as reduced quantities 
are reflected in these figures. 7 

While foreign trade figures for 
June are not yet available, the agri- 
culture department today published a 
summary of foreign market conditions 
last month shoWing little signs of re- 
covery. The department said its in- 
formation was that European indus- 
trial activity either failed to show the 
usual spring advance or where addi- 
tional work developed it was on a dis- 
appointing scale.

Rural Haiti Teachers 
Paid $4 a Month 


NEW YORK, July 14.—(4)—Rural 
Haiti depends for its education on 
teachers who are paid $4 or $5 a 


month, Dr. Robert R. Moton, prin- 
cipal of Tuskegee institute and head 
of President Hoover's Haitian com- 
mission on education, said today on 
his return with the commission from 
a 24-day tour of the island. 

Dr. Moton said the commission's

The difference lies in the fact 
men engaged in the 
present civil war profess membership 
in the Kuomintang and adherence tv 
the principles of the party as laid 
down by the founder, the late Dr. Sun 
Yat-sen. Most of the men in the Peip- 
ing split fought side by side with 
Chiang ‘Kai-shek in the original drive 
from Canton against the north. 

The first split in the Kuomintang 
eccurred in the spring of 1927, when 
General Chiang broke with the so- 
viet advisorate at Hankow and estab- 
lished the government at Nanking. 

That split resulted in the rapid 
ouster of the Russians, led by Michael 
Borodin,’ capable propagandist who 
overplayed his powerful hand, and the 
success of Nanking under General 
Chiang Kai-shek. 

‘That was in the summer of 1927. 
Borodin left hurriedly in August that 
year, Peiping fell the following um- 
mer, and it was two years.ago this 
month almost to the day that the 
Kuomintang triumphantly pronounced 
its unity and moved. the capital to 
Nanking. 

In the two years,since, the Kuomin- 
tang itself has been rent by factions 
which General Chiang, as president of 
China, has sought to bring together. 
Differences of opinion on the powers 
of the central government and a grow- 
ing feeling that Chiang Kai-shek was 
becoming too much of a dictator re- 
sulted in» widening breaches which be- 
came open breaks in the past year. 

The three major factions in China 
today are: 

1.—The northern alliance, includ- 
ing the two major leaders, General 
Yen Hsi-shan, of Shansi province, and 
Marshal’ Feng . Yu-hsiang, so-called 
“Christian general,” who control most 
of China north of the Yangtze, with 
the exception of a small area in the 
lower Yangtze valley. 

2.—The Kwangsi province clique, 
in the midsouth, led by men who were 
revolutionists with Chiang Kai-shek 
in the original march northward.

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The gross reecipts of the Customs and of the Tobacco Monopoly for the year 1929 were approximately 600,000,-

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The pledged revenues are paid by the Austrian Government, as and when collected, directly into an account under 
the control of the trustees of the 1923 Loan, who, after providing each month for the service of that loan and the 
Czechoslovakian loan in accordance with their terms, are to release the balance to the Trustee for this Loan, 
which, after reserving each month one-twelfth of the amount required for the current annual service of this Lean, 
will release the balance to the Austrian Government. 
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An agreement has been made between Austria and the Powers concerned, subject in the case of France to rati- 
fication by the legislature, by which the amounts payable in respect of Relief Bonds have been funded for gradual 
payment over a period of forty years from 1929 to 1968. The charge upon the assets and revenues of Austria by 
which the Relief Bonds are secured has been subordinated to the charge in favor of the present Loan. By an agree- 
ment entered into at The Hague, dated January 20, 1930,.between Austria and all the European Creditor Powers, 
Japan and other signatories, the financial obligations of Austria towards these Powers arising under the Armistice 
of November 3, 1918, and the Treaty of St. Germain, and any treaties or agreements supplemental thereto, were 
finally discharged and the first charge in favor of these. Powers on all the assets and revenues of Austria created 
by the Treaty of St. Germain has ceased to be operative. :

Mr. Wilbert Robinson has more advisory assistant managers 
than any baseball manager in the national game. Walking off the 
field after a losing game Mr. Robinson is besieged by them. “Why 
didn’t you take him out in the sixth?” they demand. And Mr. 
Robinson will argue good humoredly with his fans. 

Today the business men of baseball will tell«you that the Brooklyn 
franchise is the most valuable in professional baseball and that the Brook- 
lyn baseball fans are the most devoted in the country. 

It is my notion that this is because of the personality of Wil- 
bert Robinson. When the owners of the Brooklyn baseball club 
count their profits at the end of the current season they might 
give some thought to that part of it. |

HIGH LIGHTS OF HISTORY

Democratic Leader Tells 
Bostonians Tide Swings 
to Party. 


BOSTON, July 14.—(UN)—Using 
the newly-enacted Se ete seg 
law as the keynote of 
Chairm:.n Jouett- Shouse, of tin tees oe 
cratic national executive committee. 
tonight told the Jefferson Society of 
Massachusetts that the people “are 
dissatisfied and disappointed in the 
Hoover administration and are eager- 


ly awaiting a chance to make a’ 


change.” 

“This is as true in Oklahoma and 
‘Kansas as it is in Kentueky and 
Illinois, in Ohio and Indiana,” Shouse 
declared. “What the sentiment is in 
the east you know without any word 
from me.’ 

Enactment of the Hawley-Smoot 
tariff bill, the democratic chairman 
charged, “was part of a calculated 
movement to repay the large contrib- 
utors to the Hoover campaign fund at 
the expense of the common citizen.” 

“The revolt, which we hope will 
mean a political revolution,” he said, 
“is not merely a turning to the demo- 
cratic party as the sole recourse from 
the existing administration; it is the 
surging of the liberal elements of all 
parties and those of no party against 
the bulwark of special privilege behind 
which the republicans have sheltered 
themselves and maintained control of 
the government.” 

Referring to Mr. Floores’s Boston 
speech during the campaign, in which 
he said that “to insure continuous 
employment and maintain our wages 
we must find a profitable market for 
these surpluses,” Shouse stated that 
our exports dropped off nearly $400,- 
000,000 in the first four months of 
this year. 

Figures made public today by the 
commerce department in Washington 
revealed United States exports and im- 
ports have fallen off nearly $900,- 
V00,000 thus far this year. 

“Practically every exporting nation 
in the world has protested against the 
exorbitance of the Grundy tariff,” 
Shouse said. “Canada, our leading 
customer, has placed 216 items on the 
free list of Great Britain on which 
America will have to pay full duty. 
In addition, Canada has lifted her 
duty on agricultural articles from this 
country to match those just imposed 
on similar things that she ships out. 
Italy, indignant. at the practical em- 
bargo we have placed on her olive oil 
and other products, has come back at 
us with a 150 per cent duty on Amer- 
ican automobiles.” 

Confidently predicting “startling 
democratic gains” in both houses of 
congress next November, Shouse said 
his party would occupy a commanding 
position “because of the rift in repub- 
lican ranks.’

Davis receiving a million dollars and 
the remainder going to Davis. One 
son remained with®*the father and the 
vounger son is here with Mrs. Davis. 

Davis recently was sued for $200,- 
00 in Los Angeles by Cano Morris, 
chorus girl, who charged breach of 
promise. The case was reported set- 
tled out of court.
